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NEWS OR NOT 


"We Aim to Win It'' 


Among the newspaper columns we 
couldn’t help reading was Larry Shrop- 
shire’s in the Lexington Leaver of March 
30. Youre on, Larry. 


It's just five weeks from Saturday that 
the Kentucky Derby comes off in Louis- 
ville. but you needn’t laugh at the sugges- 
tion that the famed Run for the Roses this 
year could be won by a colt that has yet 
to run his first race. 

Lean Pete Logan, who knows a lot of 
horsemen may be inclined to sneer at his 
one-horse stable, as well as his training 
theories, and who never before has had a 
Derby nominee, has sights firmly fixed 
on the Churchill Downs classic. 

“And we aim to win it.” said the synthe- 
tic cowpoke from the Pacific Northwest 
whose fine-looking chestnut son of Omaha, 
1935 Triple Crown champion, arrived at 
Keeneland a week ago. 

Omaha Fox. ... was brought here from 
Arizona—a five-day trip in a one-horse 
trailer pulled by the car of trainer Joe 
Connally. 

“We aim to win a couple of races first 
here at Keeneland—the Blue Grass Stakes 
for sure.” said the owner, deadly serious. 

“We'll have a fit horse, and then I don’t 
guess we'll have any trouble getting a stall 
over at Louisville. After all, he is a Derby 
nominee, and I reckon they'll just have to 
find a place for him at the track, won't 
they? 

“We have him nominated also for the 
Preakness and the Belmont Stakes, and I 
think he’s the kind of colt that can win 
“em all.” said the westernized, 40-year-old 
Logan, whose principal occupation the last 
10 years has been that of rodeo announcer 
for cowpuncher shows held in almost 
every section of the country. ... 

His wife, whose girlhood was spent in 
Montana before the family moved east and 
gave her a chance to become a_ rodeo 
queen in Manhattan, did the most in rais- 
ing the colt while looking after their 160- 
acre farm near Medford, Ore., Logan says. 

And for sure, Omaha Fox has never 
been pampered. the proud owner empha- 
sized. “For the first two years. he just 
ran on the farm with the cowponies. and 
we never did anything for him except to 
see that he had plenty of feed. of the right 
kind. and a dry stall at night when the 
weather was cold. 

“We didn’t even start riding him until 
last summer, putting him under a_ stock 
saddle.” Logan continued. then went on 
to explain that he never had believed in 
racing 2-year-olds. 

“I don’t reckon there’s any quicker 
way of ruining horses, or killing “em. un- 
less you take “em out and shoot ’em.” he 
remarked, quickly adding that he knew

such a notion would be scoffed at by train- 
ers and other horsemen all across the 
country. 

At any rate, his strapping chestnut was 
raised just as young cowponies are— 
turned loose to gallop. play and rough 
it on ranch or farm the first couple of 
vears and thus mature and build up en- 
durance and strong legs. Not until the 
middle of January was he headed toward 
a race track for the first time... . 

In the same one-horse trailer which later 
brought him here. Omaha Fox was rolled 
overland at that time from Oregon to the 
new Turf Paradise track in Arizona, and 
Connally. a longtime acquaintance and 
friend of the owner, there began early 
preparations for the colt’s delayed intro- 
duction to competition. ... 

How did he come by his Derby hopeful? 

“The first dollar bet IT ever made, I 


‘guess, was on Omaha to win the Derby in 


1935.” replied the fellow who said he left 
his farm home in Southern Illinois when 
he was about 20 years old and rode a 
freight train to Seattle to become a guitar- 
strumming cowboy crooner. 

He remained an ardent admirer of the 
1935 Triple Crown champ, he said, and he 
kept hoping he could get a Gallahad mare 
(a daughter of imp. Sir Gallahad III) 
to breed to Omaha. He found “they came 
rather high.” however. and finally, five 
years ago while in Boston for a rodeo. he 
purchased a lame mare from a racing 
stable then at Suffolk Downs. 

She was Trevena, a daughter of 
Tintagel, the latter a son of Sir Gallahad 
iy. 

Logan was happy because. .. . he had 
wanted to cross lines that traced back to 
the same famous imported stallion, and 
Omaha was sired by Gallant Fox, a 
brilliant son of the mighty progenitor. 

From Boston. Logan shipped Trevena 
toward her new home by rodeo train, and 
she wound up making the last long lap of 
her journey. from North Platte, Neb., to 
Oregon, in a trailer pulled behind her new 
owner's old car... . 

The next spring she was put in the 
trailer again and taken back to Nebraska. 
to be bred to the aging Omaha, and after 
that came the trip to Oregon and the foal- 
ing in May of 1953 of a “bald-faced chest- 
nut colt cast in the same mold of his 
daddy.” 

Is he perhaps a little too high on his 
horse. too hopeful about his capabilities? 

“We know from his works that he has 
good speed. and we're confident of his 
extreme durability. He’s healthy and 
he’s had plenty of work. We’ve thought 
that he was marked for a Derby horse 
from time even before he was concieved. 
and. one thing for certain, he’s done every- 
thing right so far.” Logan replied... .

THE WEEK’S RACING 


MARYLAND 
Fillies of Speed 


Battimore. Any player with respect 
enough for the judgments of William du 
Pont Jr. and Preston M. Burch could have 
won $32.80 for a $2 parlay on Prophets 
Bell and Sometime Thing at Bowie on 
Saturday, March 31. 


The third race, a 41-furlong dash for 
maiden 2-year-old fillies, was won by 
Reginald N. Webster’s Prophets Bell, 
making her first start. The bay daughter 
of Prophets Thumb—Two Bells, by *Blen- 
heim II, was named reserve champion 
by judge du Pont at the 1955 yearling 
show held at Pimlico by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association. 

Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s lovely Sometime 
Thing, winner of the featured Barbara 
Frietchie Handicap, was selected champ- 
ion of the 1953 Pimlico yearling show by 
judge Burch. In addressing Maryland 
breeders at a luncheon after the show. 
the Brookmeade Stable trainer said. “I 
couldn't fault her... . nearly perfect... . 
As close to perfection as you'll find a race 
horse.” 


Burch may not have been able to fault 
the dark bay daughter of Discovery— 
Now and Again as a yearling. but he beat 
her 614 lengths with Brookmeade Stable’s 
Gandharva in Atlantic City’s Mermaid 
Handicap last summer. Only once since 
then has Sometime Thing been beaten as 
badly: by Myrtle’s Jet in the Columbiana 
Handicap on Washington’s Birthday. 

Sometime Thing has won 5 of 7 starts 
this season, and both of her losses were 
to Myrtle’s Jet. On each occasion the 
Maine Chance Farm filly got 12 pounds 
from the Maryland-bred lass. In the 7- 
furlong, $25,000-added Barbara Frietchie 
Handicap, Sometime Thing and Myrtle’s 
Jet shared starting top weight of 124 
pounds. Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Search- 
ing was next at 122, followed by Mrs. 
Helen W. Kellogg’s 3-year-old Dark Charg- 


er at 114, top weight by the scale. 
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The fast Ros Clag, breaking from the 
inside post, was first to show out of the 
gate, but Eric Guerin rushed Sometime 
Thing to the front before the 10-horse field 
had gone a quarter. Going down the 
backstretch, Ros Clag and then Dark 
Charger retired, but not until the final 
turn could Sometime Thing shake off 
Myrtle’s Jet. 

At the head of the lane, where the 
Discovery filly had a 2-length lead, it 
appeared momentarily as if she would 
draw off to a handy victory, but Search- 
ing, moving powerfully on the outside, still 
was to be reckoned with. The Jacobs filly 
literally flew through the long stretch, 
closing the gap on the tiring leader with 
every stride. At the wire a nostril separat- 
ed Sometime Thing and_ Searching. 
Myrtle’s Jet was a neck farther back, 
holding on determinedly as the winner 
seemed to be coming back to her. 


Recapitulation 
After weighing in, Guerin said the 
Frietchie was the best race Sometime 


Thing ever had run for him. 

Willie Lester. who rode Searching, said 
he had had his heart in his mouth during 
the stretch drive. “She was full of run at 
the end.” he said. 

Willie Hartack offered no excuses for 
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ALFRED G. VANDERBILT 
Owner of Sometime Thing. 


Myrtle’s Jet, saying she ran a_ strong 
race all the way, and Tony DeSpirito said 
Dark Charger “ran pretty good but didn’t 
appreciate the distance.” 

The Frietchie was one of the fastest 


races ever run in Maryland. Sometime 
Thing’s fractions were: :22%5, :4444, 


1:0914, and 1:2244. While the final time 
was a tick slower than Helioscope’s track 
record, the 6 furlongs were run a full 
second faster than the course mark. 

Bowie’s 7-furlong track record was set 
by Helioscope under 128 pounds in the 
1955 Southern Maryland Handicap. A 
comparison of fractions of the 2 races 
points up the good showings. In the 
Southern Maryland, Old Glendale had run 
the first quarter in :2225 and the half in 
:4425. before Helioscope took command 
to get the 6 furlongs in 1:0935 and the 
7 panels in 1:2235. 

The longer run to the first turn in 7- 
furlong races apparently is conducive to 
faster 6-furlong times than are made in 
sprints of the shorter distance. Sometime 
Thing had a brisk wind slapping at her 
rump as she scooted down the backstretch. 

Though the Vanderbilt filly got the 
biggest slice of the pie, $19,050, there was 
glory enough for the first 3 finishers. 
Searching. making her first start since 
popping a splint at Santa Anita Park in 
January. turned in a smashing race. It 
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is guessed that Hirsch Jacobs now regrets 
he didn’t name the War Admiral—Big 
Hurry 4-year-old for the John B. Camp- 


bell Memorial Handicap. While no 
excuses were needed for Myrtle’s Jet, a 
late switch in shipping plans may have 
been detrimental. She was to have flown 
in for the Frietchie, but later it was decid- 
ed to ship her by rail. She literally 
stepped from the railroad car to the track. 

Sometime Thing’s dark good looks are 
marred only by firing marks about her 
ankles. A grabbed tendon, suffered while 
playing as a yearling. kept her from the 
races at 2. While she was recovering, 
trainer Bill Winfrey decided that it might 
be advantageous to fire her ankles at the 
same time. 


The Paddock Winner 


Vving for attention with the Frietchie, 
was Fisherman’s return to action in the 
preceding 6-furlong allowance race. Al- 
most as many interested persons made the 
trek to the paddock to study the courage- 
ous little horse as later came to look over 
the fillies. 

The Phalanx 5-year-old stripped in 
resplendent bloom, and, considering his 10- 
month layoff, appeared not the least bit 
apprehensive. A hairless scar on his right 
pastern, presumably from the chafing 
cast, was the only hint of his cracked shin 
bone. Fisherman is perhaps a little more 
solid than when last seen in the Dixie 
Handicap in the spring of 1955. In the 
paddock he took a lively interest in all 
that was going on about him—but there 
wasn't a wet hair on him as he stepped 
on the track. 

Fisherman might have won in the 
paddock, but he finished only fifth in the 
race, about 7 lengths behind the veteran 
War Age. Certainly he was no legitimate 
3-to-2 shot for the Easter Purse, in which 
he was conceding weight, condition, and 
distance to seasoned sprinters. He started 
and finished in the middle of the pack, 
and was worked out an extra furlong. War 
Age, in receipt of 14 pounds from Fisher- 
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man, equaled the track record of 1:10¥5, 
winning by 3 lengths under Willie Har- 
tack. 

Trainer Syl Veitch was visibly dis- 
appointed in the Whitney horse’s race, but 
Eddie Arcaro, who had made a special 
junket from New York to ride him, con- 
sidered it a _ satisfactory effort at the 


weights. Veitch was not immediately con- 
vinced. He said Fisherman never had 
worked _ better. Jor B. Hickey Jr. 


McGee Suspended 


The training license of James McGee, 
accused of responsibility in the stimula- 
tion of the winner Morning After at Bowie 
on March 16, last week was revoked for 6 
months, beginning April 1. The action 
was taken by the Maryland Racing Com- 
mission. 

McGee had pleaded innocent. Witnesses 
in his behalf suggested that coffee had 
been drunk in Morning After’s stall and 
that some of it had spilled into hay which 
the horse later ate. McGee’s attorney 
said this would account for the presence 
of caffeine in the urine test. 

Gough Thompson, of Pikesville, Md., 
owner of the horse said. “It looked like a 
convention of coffee drinkers.” 


FLORIDA 
The $10,000 Overnights 


Gulfstream Park. now in the last days 
of its best meeting, offered 2 high-grade 
$10,000 overnight races on March 31: the 
Fort Lauderdale Handicap for 3-year-olds 
and upward and the Aftermath Purse for 
3-year-olds, both at 1 miles. 

Seven horses. topped by Wise Margin’s 
120 pounds, accepted racing secretary 
Horace Wade’s weights for the Fort 
Lauderdale. The greatly improved Miel- 
leux, second to Sailor in the Gulfstream 
Park Handicap, was next at 118 pounds, 
followed by County Clare (117). New 
Trend (114). Helfast (114), Lebanon 


Rex Ellsworth’s 
New Trend drew away 
in the stretch to win 
the Fort Lauderdale 
Handicap at Gulf- 
stream Park on March 
31 by 3% lengths. Sec- 
ond was Mielleux 
(blinkers), third 
was Lebanon Lad (far 
right). New Trend ran 
the 1146 miles in good 
time of 1:42, equaling 
the track record set by 
Hash Night in 1950. 


Lad (111). and Clear Dawn (110). Mo-t 
of these also are candidates for the $25,000 
Broward Handicap on April 14, in which 
Swaps is expected to make his first Florida 
start. 

New Trend took the lead at the start. 
with Lebanon Lad about one length off 
the pace. On the far turn the leader began 
to draw away, and at the eighth-pole it 
was obvious that he had the race won. 
Mielleux made up some ground in the 
stretch to beat Lebanon Lad by a half- 
length for second. The others never got 
close. 

Running time of 1:42 equaled Hash 
Night’s track record, set in 1950. New 
Trend put together quarters of :23%5; 
:2315: :2446: and :2425, then added a 
final sixteenth in 6 seconds. 

Bred and owned by Rex ©. Ellsworth, 
New Trend’s victory was his first since 
the 1955 Hollywood Park meeting, when 
he won the El Dorado Handicap. He was 
shipped to Washington Park last summer 
with the Ellsworth stable. and his best 
race there was the Sheridan Handicap, in 
which he finished third to Parador and 
Dogoon. He was soundly beaten in his 
2 stakes attempts at the recent Santa 
Anita Park meeting. finishing fourth in 
the San Carlos Handicap and eighth in 
the Santa Barbara Handicap. The Fort 
Lauderdale was his first start at Gulf- 
stream. 

The Aftermath went to Calumet Farm’s 
Pintor Lea, which may be Calumet’s 
principal hope for the 3-year-old classics. 
Taking the lead at the head of the stretch, 
Pintor Lea drew out to beat his stable- 
mate Princess Turia by 2 lengths, while 
covering the 1,4; miles in the excellent 
time of 1:421%%. Princess Turia, only filly 
in the field, completely outclassed the 
other 6 starters—Lead Scout, Toby B.. 
Alsay, Skeptical Kid, Airide. and Like 
Magic. The last 2 are among Ellsworth’s 
Kentucky Derby nominees. Airide led for 
4 furlongs, and in the stretch dropped to 
next to last. Like Magic was within strik- 
ing distance for 6 furlongs, then quit badly 
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to finish 114 lengths behind his stable- 
mate. 


Nance’s Lad’s Prospects 


Three days before New Trend and Pintor 
Lea scored their victories, Nance’s Lad 
made his first start since the Pimlico 
Special on November 26. The 4-year-old 
Slide Rule colt faced 8 average perform- 
ers in the 6-furlong Ocala Purse, and the 
bettors made him a 2-5 favorite. He took 
the lead at the start, increased his margin 
gradually, and won by 3 lengths in 1:1124. 

Hilton A. Dabson, breeder, trainer, and 
part-owner of the winner, said he had 
hoped to start the colt in the $100,000 
John B. Campbell Memorial Handicap, but 
had changed his mind after seeing the 
weights. Nance’s Lad was given 121 
pounds, one pound below Sailor and 3 
pounds above Joe Jones. 

Sprinting is considered Nance’s Lad’s 
principal forte, but Dabson said the horse 
would be nominated this year for stakes 
up to 1% miles. Last year Nance’s Lad 
ran several creditable races at the middle 
distances, winning the Peter Pan Handi- 
cap (9 furlongs), finishing second in 
the Yankee Handicap (9 furlongs) and 
third in the Roamer Handicap (91% fur- 
longs). However. most of his major wins 
were at 6 and 7 furlongs. At those 
distances he won the Hutcheson, Fountain 
of Youth, and Vosburgh Handicaps and 
the Swift Stakes. 


ARKANSAS 


2-Year-Old Development 


Oaklawn Park, Arkansas’ only Thor- 
oughbred track, concluded the most 
successful meeting in the track’s 53-year 
history on March 31. Betting for the 31 
days totaled $14,435,939, a gain of 2.2 
per cent over 1955 and a slight increase 
over the previous record of $14,406,497, 
set in 1954, Attendance dropped .6 per 
cent this year, falling from 259,033. to 
257.425. 

Big feature of the final week was the 
Arkansas Derby (see Stakes and Horses). 
Johns Chic, the Derby winner, unquestion- 
ably showed promise, but most observers 
at the track felt that Fet Sub, a 2-year-old, 
probably could be called the best develop- 
ment of the Oaklawn meeting. 

Jet Sub, a son of Jet Pilot—Sub, started 
3 times at Oaklawn, the last in the $5.- 
000 Preview Purse, principal 2-year-old 
race of the meeting. He faced 11 rivals, 
including Anita V., which had handed him 
his only defeat of the meeting. Wearing 
down pace-setter Bonded Treat after 2 
furlongs, Jet Sub drew out in the stretch 
to win by 7 lengths. He covered the 4 
furlongs in :47, only four-fifths of a 
second slower than the track record. The 
track was listed officially as good, but 
other times for the day were 3 to 4 
seconds off the track records.

Jet Sub had gone to Oaklawn from the 
Fair Grounds meeting, where he had won 
once and finished a close second to Kembo, 
winner of the Duncan F. Kenner Stakes, 
in his other try. At Oaklawn on March 
12 he had finished third after a slow start 
in an allowance race, then easily won an 
allowance race on March 22. his last start 
before the Preview. He was to be shipped 
to Keeneland, where he probably will start 
in the Lafayette Stakes on April 25. 

Bred by Alfred Roberts. of Eatontown, 
N. J.. Jet Sub was sold by Roberts to 
Henry Forrest for $5.200 at the 1955 
Keeneland summer sales. Forrest was act- 
ing as agent for the Exchange Stable of 
J. W. Buchanan. who is associated with 
the Cotton Exchange in New Orleans.

Early one morning last August, after 
C. V. Whitney’s Career Boy had won 
the United States Hotel Stakes, trainer 
Sylvester Veitch told visitors at his Sara- 
toga cottage that the Phalanx colt was a 
good horse, but there was another in his 
barn which might be just as good, and 
maybe a little better. 

It wasn’t long before Head Man, a little 
bigger and stronger than his stablemate, 
exhibited in public the class his trainer 
had anticipated. On August 15 he won the 
6-furlong Sanford Stakes, beating Prince 
John and Nan’s Mink, and 5 days later he 
ran third to Career Boy, beaten a trifle 
more than 2 lengths, in the Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes. Later he was second in the 
Flash, Futurity, and Champagne Stakes, 
and, although his only victory had been 
in the Sanford, he was assigned 119 
pounds in the Experimental Handicap, 
even with Polly’s Jet and 7 pounds below 
the top-weighted Career Boy. 

Head Man wintered in Camden with 
the other Whitney horses. Late last month 
Veitch took him and 4 others to Bowie, 
where he could point Fisherman for the 
$100,000-added John B. Memor- 
ial Handicap and perhaps get one race 
into Head Man before sending him to Ja- 
maica for the 17th running of the Experi- 
mental Handicap. On Monday, March 26, 
Veitch got Head Man into a 6-furlong al- 
lowance race, and the son of Eight Thirty 
responded with a front-running, 4-length 
victory. 

“If he should improve much over last 
year, look out,” Veitch said.

Willie Hartack let Polly’s Jet take his 
accustomed position on the pace, and Nail. 
guided by Hedley Woodhouse, fell in be- 
hind the leader. Head Man lay third. 
The order held into the stretch, a bit long- 
er than Polly’s Jet had figured to survive. 
Nail got the lead at the eighth-pole, but 
Head Man, steadily gaining ground on 
the outside, caught him a few yards from 
the wire and won by a neck. 


The time for the race was 1:1125, and 
the quarters were run in :23, :2335, and 
:244-. The track, although called fast. 
was reported a little choppy in the stretch. 
Head Man’s time for 6 furlongs was the 
fastest of the day at Jamaica. 

Of Head Man’s performance Eddie Ar- 
caro said. “He broke well, but I took 
him back under instructions. When he got 
within a half-length of Nail, he started to 
loaf. I hit him, and he stopped that. He’s 
real nice to ride. This was my first trip 
on him. and Id have to call this a real fast 
race over this track.” 

Woodhouse and Hartack also should 
have been pleased. Nail had had a hard 
time keeping up this year, and in 3 pre- 
vious starts the only time he had been able 
to mdnage as much as 6 furlongs was in 
the Everglades Stakes, in which he ran 
third to Calumet Farm’s Liberty Sun. 
Polly’s Jet. too, had had his troubles. Ex- 
cept for one 6-furlong victory over a mod- 
est field at Santa Anita Park, he had 
shown nothing in 3 previous races. 


Learning by Doing 


The background to Head Man’s emerg- 
ence this spring as a colt to be reckoned 
with in the classics may be seen in his 
racing schedule and his performances of 
last year. when he was growing and learn- 
ing the way of racing. The picture is that 
of a green, perhaps awkward, colt which 
frequently stumbled and swerved and lost 
his best advantage. The following sum- 
mary is the chart-caller’s view of each of 
the colt’s 13 races: 

April 23, Jam., 5f., maidens, 2nd to Nantallah. 

Away alertly, raced forwardly to the furlong 

marker. was unable to cope with the winner when 


the real test came, but easily prevailed over the 
others. 

April 30. Bel., 4%f., maidens, 5th. Swerved while 
improving his position to the stretch, then lacked 
the necessary rally. 

May 11. Bel., 5f., stakes, 7th to Polly’s Jet. Stumb- 
led leaving the gate and lost all chance. 

May 17. Bel., 4%4f.. maidens, 2nd. King Somali. 

. assumed a slight lead entering the stretch and 

, continued gamely thereafter under stern pressure 
to outgame Head Man (which came from far 
off the pace). 

Aug. 1, Sar., 54%f., stakes, 2nd to Reneged. Reneged 
made the pace to the stretch. . . . (Head Man), 
slow to settle into best stride, drifted out slightly 
on the final turn, continued in the middle of the 
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Calumet Farm’s Pintor Lea, Steve Brooks up, returns to the winner’s circle after 


his easy win in the $10,000 Aftermath Purse at Gulfstream Park on March 31. 
A 3-year-old colt by *Goya II, Pintor Lea is considered Calumet’s principal 


hope for the Kentucky Derby, the 


track to attain the runner-up position entering 
the stretch, was unable to overtake the leader 
when set down for the drive, but finished deter- 
minedly to easily best the others. 


Aug. 6, Sar., 6f., stakes, 3rd to Career Boy. Head 
Man worked his way forward on the outside to 
attain the runner-up position leaving the final 
turn, then appeared to hang slightly when shaken 
for the final test. 

Aug. 15, Sar., 6f., stakes, won. Head Man... 
was steadied back of the leaders for a half-mile, 
came to the inside leaving the final turn, con- 
tinued next to the inner rail for the stretch run 
and, after replacing Prince John during the 
concluding strides, won going away. 

Aug. 20, Sar., 6f., stakes, 3rd to Career Boy. Head 
Man steadily improved his position on the out- 
side to the stretch, continued in the middle of 
the track for the final test, but bore in during 
the late stages and was unable to overtake the 
top ones. 

Aug. 27, Sar., 644f.. stakes, 7th to Needles. Head 
Man, shuffled back slightly on the far turn, 
was unable to regain best stride. 

Sept. 27, Bel., 6f.. allow. 2nd to Prince John. 
Head Man, a sharp factor during the early 
running, moved into the runner-up position at 
the furlong marker, then was unable to cope with 
the winner when hard ridden through the late 
stages. 

Oct. 8, Bel., 644f., stakes, 2nd to Nail. Head Man, 
slow to attain best stride, steadily improved his 
position to the stretch, responded readily when 
set down for the drive and finished with good 
courage in a sharp effort. 

Oct. 15, Bel., 1m., stakes, 2nd to Beau Fond. Head 
Man stumbled and almost went down leaving the 
gate, trailed h's field to the far turn, slipped 
through next to the inner rail to attain the 
runner-up position while going into the final turn 

. and closed with good courage. 
Oct. 22, G. S., lygm., allow., 6th to Career Boy. 


Preakness, and the Belmont Stakes. 


Head Man, rated within striking distance and 
saving ground, was lightly steadied when his 
runn‘ng mate came over in front of him entering 
the stretch and weakened. 


In 8 of his races Head Man came from 
far off the pace to finish among the lead- 
ers, and in the Champagne Stakes of Oc- 
tober 15, he stumbled leaving the gate and 
recovered to finish second. Twice the colt 
stumbled, and on 3 occasions he failed to 
keep a true course. 


Ten of his 13 races were over tracks 
which had been called fast. In his second 
race the designation was good. Only in 
his races of October 8 and October 15 was 
he confronted with a sloppy track, and in 
each of these he gave a good account of 
himself. 

Veitch put the colt to his sternest test 
during the month of August, when Head 
Man raced 5 times. His longest rest was 
between the starts of May 17 and August 1. 

Whether Head Man can continue to 
show the good form he has displayed in 
his 2 races this year is another thing. In 
the opinion of several commentators the 
colt acquired a lot of polish over the win- 
ter in Aiken, and Veitch. who once was re- 
luctant to speculate. now admits that Head 
Man looks like a real “10 per cent colt.” 


Fare Up, Business Up 


The New York Public Service Com- 
mission last week granted the Long Island 
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Rail Road permission to raise the one- 
way fare from New York City to metro- 
politan tracks on Long Island from 75 
cents to $1. The increases had been pro- 
tested by the Greater New York Associa- 
tion (The Blood-Horse of March 31, page 
766). which claimed the increased fare 
would hurt business at Jamaica and Bel- 
mont Park. 


Although the long-range effect cannot 
be judged, the increase didn’t hurt Jamaica 
on opening day, April 2. Attendance was 
40.492, and betting totaled $2.872.973. The 
figures for the first day of the 1955 season 


were 35.450 and $2,849,121. 


OHIO 
Two Sides at Odds 


Ralph A. Parachek. president of the 
Toledo Turf Club, which runs Fort Miami 
race track. near Toledo. and the Ohio State 
Racing Commission exchanged words 
again last week over the operation of 
Fort Miami. 

The commission had returned the condi- 
tion book for Fort Miami’s spring meeting, 
which is to open April 7. as “unapproved.” 
Parachek said he was “at a loss” to under- 
stand the commission’s action. “Our races 
are written with the knowledge they will 
fill.” he said, admitting that the track 
could have scheduled more races for better 
horses. He maintained, however, that it 
it would be useless to write such races 
because cheap claiming horses constituted 
a high percentage of the horses stabled at 
Fort Miami. 

In further defense of the condition book, 
Parachek said that Fort Miami was one 
of the country’s leading tracks in percent- 
age of mutuel revenue devoted to purses. 
| According to the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association’s annual report 
on purse distribution, Fort Miami dis- 
tributed 47.79 per cent of its mutuel 
revenue in purses last year. There were 
13 tracks above Fort Miami’s average and 
47 below it.] 

Commissioner Harry Hoffheimer said 
the purse program was only one of several 
complaints the board. had against Para- 
chek’s operation of the track. 

Zoltan Gombos. commission chairman. 
said the board voted to give Fort Miami a 
racing permit this year only because 
failure to do so “would work a hardship 
on horsemen planning to campaign their 
stables there and also on employees of the 
track.” 

The Toledo Turf Club’s 3-year lease on 
Fort Miami expires after the 1956 meet- 
ing. but the club has an option to renew 
for 7 more years if it has a license from 
the racing commission. Gombos said. 
“The commission will not give Parachek 
another permit. That will stop him from 
renewing the lease.”

$4.000—In what years did Man o’ War race, how 
many races did he win, and what was the only 
horse ever to beat him? 

$8.000—-Name 7 of the 8 Triple Crown winners and 
give the year in which each won the Triple Crown.

B. A. Dario, managing director of 
Lincoln Downs. last week sent a $2.000 
check to Max Wuitr, president of the 
New England division of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association, to 
aid the HBPA’s disaster fund for horse- 
men who suffered losses during the recent 
blizzards at Lincoln Downs. Dario also 
paid for a dinner for 350 grooms and 
stable employees at the track on March 25. 


Larry MacPuair last week offered to 
match Hafiz, which he recently bought 
from the Aga Khan (The Blood-Horse of 
March 3, page 564), against any horse in 
Europe for a $28,000 purse. The offer 
was accepted promptly by Martin 
FaBiANI, owner of Klairon. who specified 
that the distance should be one mile.

Coon Gets 20 Years 


Roscoe D. Coon Sr., former owner of 
the B and R racing stable, on April 2 was 
sentenced to 20 years in a Federal prison 
and fined $20,000 by Judge Thurmond 
Clarke. of Los Angeles. The sentence was 
for embezzling $678,000 from the Joshua 
Monument National Bank, of Twentynine 
Palins. Calif. 

The shortage at the bank. where Coon 
served as vice president and cashier. was 
discovered by Federal auditors in July. 
1955. Coon was arrested at Del Mar race 
track on July 25, 1955, and he pleaded 
guilty to 8 counts of embezzling on Feb- 
ruary 28. 

A probation report on Coon’s activities 
said that his racing stable had cost him 
about $337,000 and that his horses had 
earned only $153,000, leaving him with a 
deficit of $184,000. Coon had paid one of 
the top prices of the 1954 Keeneland sum- 
mer sales when he bought a colt by *Royal 
Charger—*Bray Melody for $53,500. At 
the time he was arrested he had a 6-horse 
stable, which the government later sold at 
auction for a total of $53,450. 

The probation report said that Coon 
spent the remainder of the embezzled 
money on “4 homes, 5 cars. and costly 
extramarital adventures.” 

Coon originally was charged with 25 
counts of embezzlement. Judge Clarke 
gave him the maximum sentence on each 
of 4 counts — 5 years and a $5.000 fine — 
and suspended sentence on 4 other counts. 
The other 17 counts had been dismissed 
previously. According to Federal parole 
laws, Coon will be eligible for release 
from prison after 7 years. 


Dr. Harthill Acquitted 


Dr. Alexander Harthill, Louisville vet- 
erinarian, last week was acquitted in a 
Louisiana Criminal District Court of at- 
tempting to bribe an employee of the Shil- 
stone Laboratories, which is engaged by 
the Louisiana Racing Commission to make 
urine and saliva tests at the Fair Grounds 
in New Orleans. A jury deliberated 40 
minutes. 

Also acquitted on the same charge was 
Cassius L. Clay, former director of the 
State Food and Drug Division of the 
Louisiana State Board of Health. 

The state’s chief witness was Cecil Shil- 
stone, who testified that he had received 
$180 from Clay in February, 1955. He 
also said Dr. Harthill had given him $50 
to replace a similar amount he had bet on 
a horse which hadn’t won. 

.A confession signed by Clay and a total 
of 8 wire recordings of conversations be- 
tween Clay and Shilstone were introduced 
in the trial. Clay repudiated the confession, 


saying he had been drunk when _ he 
signed it.

The 47 Paumonoks 


Few stakes races at 6 furlongs—except 
those for 2-year-olds—have long histories. 
Of today’s many 6-furlong stakes for 3-year- 
olds and upward, only 6 were inaugurated 
before 1925. 


First of the older sprint stakes to be 
offered this year is the Paumonok Handi- 
cap, which will have its 48th running at 
Jamaica on April 7. The Paumonok 
(the name is a_ slight corruption of 
Paumanacke, the Indian name for Long 
Island) was inaugurated in 1906, 3 years 
after Jamaica opened. Although never 
high in monetary value, the race usually 
has attracted America’s top sprinters and 
middle-distance horses. 

Inquisitor, a 3-year-old colt by Inspector 
B., won the 1906 race by a head under a 
hustling ride by Walter Miller, who was 
enjoying his best year. Miller rode 388 
winners in 1906, a record which stood until 
1952, when Tony DeSpirito rode 390 win- 
ners. Inquisitor, owned and trained by 
Thomas Welch, was an 8-1 chance in the 
mutuels. Only 2 of the first 12 winners of 
the stakes paid less than 4-1. 

During its early years the Paumonok 


was regarded as one of the season’s 
biggest betting races. It often was the 
first start for horses out of winter quarters, 
and owners usually had cash to prove 
their confidence. The favorite for the 
first running was Southern Cross, a horse 
which had performed well at New Orleans, 
but he proved unable to concede 26 
pounds—13 pounds by the scale—to In- 
quisitor. 

The second and third Paumonoks were 
won by Red River, which for 18 years was 
the only double winner of the race. In 
Red River’s second win, he beat the top 
campaigner Restigouche, which was train- 
ed by Samuel C. Hildreth. Two years 
later, in 1910, Restigouche gave Hildreth 
the first of 6 victories which the famous 
trainer was to score in the Paumonok. 


1913 to 1920 


The 1910 renewal was run at Aqueduct, 
and racing was not held in New York in 
191] and 1912. In 1913 the race was 
revived at Belmont Park. where the lightly 
regarded Spring Board, carrying 116 
pounds, upset the heavily weighted Iron 
Mask (134) and Meridian (129). The 


next year the Paumonok failed to attract

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enough entries. and the race was cancelled. 
It was revived at Jamaica in 1915, and has 
been offered annually ever since. 

Coquette won the 1915 race, and today 
she remains the only filly on the roster 
of winners. 

The 1916 Paumonok surprised nearly 
everyone but the winning stable. F. E. 
Rose’s Sand Marsh, a 4-year-old colt 
carrying only 102 pounds and making his 
first start of the year, took the lead at the 
start. increased his margin steadily, and 
won by 4 lengths at 15-1. Writers of the 
day said his stable had backed him 
heavily. High Noon, a 2-1 favorite, was 
second. and The Finn was unplaced. Sand 
Marsh was ridden by Andy Schuttinger. 
who owned and trained Ferd, a Paumonok 
winner 35 years later. 

Upsets featured the next several renew- 
als. Kewessa (107) beat He Will (123) 
and Leochares (125) in 1917, and the 
next year Old Koenig (110) beat Camp- 
fire. Old Rosebud, one of the best sprint- 
ers of his day tried for the 1919 renewal, 
but he couldn’t handle 134 pounds and 
finished second to Flags, which was 
saddled by G. Carey Winfrey. who still 
is racing a stable at New York tracks. 


Dunboyne to King Saxon 
Hildreth got his second Paumonok in 
1920 with Dunboyne, a Celt colt which 


beat out the good handicap horse Billy 
Kelly. A year later Max Hirsch, who has 


an eligible for the 1956 running in Rico 
Romance, saddled On Watch to beat the 
top-weighted Naturalist. 


Zev began his 3-year-old career in the 
Paumonok, beating Dominique and other 
older horses. Zev, ridden by Laverne 
Fator, was the first of 5 Paumonok win- 
ners for the jockey. Zev tried for the 
stakes again as a 4-year-old, but he had 
to settled for second behind George D. 
Widener’s St. James, then a 3-year-old. 

Earle Sande got his only Paumonok 
victory in 1925 with Worthmore, which 
was followed on the list of winners by 
Rancocas Stud’s *Silver Fox. The next 
year *Silver Fox became the second 2-time 
winner of the stakes, and he received $7,- 
850, the largest Paumonok purse until 
1948. 

Winners during the 1930-1935 period 
were *Sarazen II. Protractor. Question- 
naire, Pilate. Sgt. Byrne. and King Saxon. 
Questionnaire. the first winner ever to 
carry 130 pounds, defeated a top field 
which included Hi-jack and Flying Heels. 
Fator won his last Paumonok with Pilate. 
a horse which was to distinguish himself 
in stud as a sire of distance performers. 

Set. Byrne and King Saxon were ridden 
by jockeys who still are prominent in 
racing today. Sammy Renick, best known 
now as a racing announcer for television. 
rode Sgt. Byrne, and King Saxon was 
handled by Cal Rainey, an official at all 
New York tracks and assistant to Marshall 


Cassidy, executive secretary of The Jockey 


Club. 
More Weight, Better Time 


King Saxon was the first winner to run 
the 6 furlongs in less than 1:11. covering 
the distance in 1:1025. His race record 
stood until 1952, when Woodchuck lower- 
ed it to 1:0944. 

King Saxon, under 130 pounds, tried 
again in 1936, but he finished third to the 
lightly regarded Cycle, a 5-year-old carry- 
ing only 108 pounds. The next year J. H. 
Louchheim’s top 3-year-old sprinter Pom- 
poon beat Tintagel, then a 4-year-old. 

In 1938 Snark toted 132 pounds to 
victory. No Paumonok winner ever has 
carried more, but Devil Diver later won 
with the same burden. 

Johnstown, which later in the year was 
to win the Kentucky Derby and the Bel- 
mont Stakes, took the 1939 renewal. and 
he was the first of 4 Paumonok winners 
ridden by Jimmy Stout. Belair Stud and 
Stout got another victory in 1940 with 
the 5-year-old Fighting Fox. King Cole, 
a 3-year-old, won in 1941. 

King Cole was the 12th 3-year-old in 32 
years to win the Paumonok, and in those 
years it was rare when one of that division 
was not a_ starter. In 1940 Jamaica 
inaugurated the Experimental Handicap 
for 3-year-olds, and since that time 3-year- 
olds in the Paumonok have been few and 
far between. Only 3-year-eld to place in

inactive since January 2 at Santa Anita Park, carried 
122 pounds. 

Sometime Thing outran Myrtle’s Jet and Ros 
Clag for the early lead, running the first quarter 
in :2236, the second quarter in :22%. Moving 
into the stretch she was 2 lengths in front of 
Myrtle’s Jet and 3% in front of Searching. In 
the stretch Searching passed Myrtle’s Jet and 
came within a nose of catching the leader.

In mile-and-70-yard allowance race Oak- 
lawn Park 7 days before the 20th Arkansas Derby. 
Come On Red had upset the favored Mr. Bob W. 
by galloping to a 2%-length victory. All the 
starters in the Derby except *Ali O-K had opposed 
Come On Red that day, and the players made the 
Free France colt a 2-1 favorite for Oaklawn’s big 
race. Mr. Bob W.. which had run far off his 
usual form in the earlier race, was made second 
choice. and Johns Ch’e, second in the previous race, 
was fourth choice. 

Johns Chic went to the front at the start and 
repulsed the early challenges of Marks Rickey and 
King 0° Swords. Going into the stretch, Mr. Bob 
W. tried the leader and failed. Come On Red also 
ran at him, but was short by a length and a 
quarter. The winner ran the 14 miles on a slow 
track in 1:51%, and paid $13.20. 

Johns Chic was foaled February 2. 1953, at the 
Adelbert Farm of his breeder. Mrs. Clyde Smith. 
Hopkinsville, Ky. (Adelbert, one of the oldest 
Thoroughbred nurseries in Kentucky, was founded 
more than 65 years ago and was run by Mrs. 
Smith’s father until his death in 1935.) Mrs. 
Smith sold the colt in the 1954 Keeneland fall sale 
of yearlings to August Muckler, of St. Louis, for 
$3.100. 

Johns Chie made his first start at 2 on Septem- 
ber 20, in the colors of Muckler’s wife Elizabeth, 
and was second. He won one of 9 other races last 
year, and was unplaced in h’s only stakes attempt. 
the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes. In 3 starts in 
Florida this year he once was third in an allow- 
ance race. Shipped to Oaklawn Park, he won his

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Red. He has been nominated for the Kentucky

Sold to Subdividers 


John W. Marchbank’s Heather Farm, 
for many years the best-known Thorough- 
bred farm in California, last week was 
sold for $1,000,000 to a firm which will 
develop a subdivision on the site. Heather 
Farm is in Contra Costa County, near San 
Francisco. The farm was sold by Mrs. Ber- 
nadette Jones Marchbank, widow of 
Marchbank, who died in 1947. 

Heather Farm was established by 
Marchbank in 1928, and during the next 
20 years he bred 11 stakes winners there 
— May Cooper, De Swasey, Xingu, Lady 
Florise, Maid of Perth, Altobank, Jaipur. 
High Strike, Loreby, Tay Sweep, and 
Denali. The farm, one of the best 
equipped in California, had a Spanish- 
type mansion, a half-mile training track. 
48 box stalls. 

Mr. Marchbank was one of racing’s 


pioneers in California. He joined with 
William P. Kyne and Joseph A. Murphy 
to operate Tanforan in the 1920's, and 
after Kyne and Murphy dropped out of 
the track Marchbank was sole owner from 
1932 to 1945, when he sold the track for 
$1,600,000. 

After Marchbank’s death his widow 
greatly reduced the scope of Heather 
Farm, although she has continued to breed

Subject: Seven Seas Ranch 


Los AnceLes. Almost from the time he 
began working with Thoroughbreds in 
1914, Charles T. Leavitt wanted a breed- 
ing farm. Twice he tasted of the ambi- 
tion, but training responsibilities inter- 
rupted each time. The third time was the 


charm. 
His Seven Seas Ranch now is. well 
established. and. since his son. C. B. 


(Buddy) Leavitt, has proved such an apt 
replacement as head of the public stable, 
training is no longer the lure it once was. 

The ranch has grown from an original 
16 acres. purchased in 1950, to 55 acres. 
Another 44 are under lease in 2 nearby 
tracts. The Thoroughbred population runs 
to around 100. 

Seven Seas is in the heart of the Chino 
horse country, where- in the last decade 
has been assembled California’s greatest 
concentration of Thoroughbred stock. 
Forty-five of its acres are within Chino’s 
city limits. but so far the municipal tax 
load has not been excessive. 

Standing at the ranch are *Seven Seas 
II. Lodge Night. *Irish Phil. Bernwood. 
and Breathing Time. Some 30 foals are 
expected this season, exclusive of those 
from mares sent to the ranch to be bred. 

The foaling season got off to an early 
start when Toubowitch, by *Toubo, pro- 
duced a Free America colt on January 2. 

“The night of January 1 she was all 
right. and her foal was not expected for 
another 5 or 6 days.” Leavitt said. “The 
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next morning, when we went out to her 
pasture. there she was with a fine colt.” 


The Layout 


With his wide experience, gathered over 
42 years as a jockey, trainer, and farm 
operator, Leavitt this year decided that, 
instead of complaining because his land 
lay in 3 pieces. to take full advantage of 
the layout. The result was a plan for 
minimizing the possibility of spreading 
disease through breeding and boarding. 

Of the leased land. one farm with 34 
acres and 17 box stalls is 5 miles from the 
main ranch. This piece is owned by 
jockey Gordon Glisson, who bought it at 
Leavitt’s suggestion. Ten acres. leased 
from Dr. E. L. Tamm. a veterinarian, are 
2 miles from headquarters. There are 3 
box stalls there. 

Stallions. weanlings. and lay-ups are 
kept at the main ranch, and mares are 
vanned in from the leased tract for breed- 
ing. then returned. Mares brought in for 
boarding first are taken to the Tamm 
place to be thoroughly checked and given 
any treatments deemed necessary. 

A new 20- by 30-foot inside breeding 
facility was constructed recently near the 
7-stall fireproof stud barn, which is of 
cinder block with a bar-tile roof. Leavitt 
used Jacob’s ladder fencing until it be- 
came too expensive, then switched to wire 
mesh. 

Seven legumes and grasses were mixed 


for the permanent pasture. One 5-acre 
field is set aside for weanlings. and there 
were 22 roaming it last year. There is a 
9-acre pasture for mares. The other 
pastures are smaller, with stud paddocks 
about an acre each. 

Weanlings have feed in front of them at 
all times. Ground alfalfa and oats. and 
maybe some other things, are mixed with 
molasses. 

“That way they don’t eat only part of 
the mixture and scatter the rest.” Leavitt 
said. “I feed about the same as Rex Ells- 
worth does.” 

Foals are broken to lead when young. 
chiefly to gentle them for feet trimming 
once a month. As yearlings. they are 
driven by long reins from the ground. 

“But if you break yearlings at the 
ranch, you only have it to do over again 
when they get to the track.” Charlie said. 
“When you ride yearlings out here they 
aren’t as close to other horses. and they'll 
get horse shy. Ride them first at the track, 
and they'll get over this horse shynes- 
quicker. At least, that’s what we’ve found.”

A former jockey, he has raised polo ponies, and 
campaigned his own stable throughout the West and in Canada. 


The Stallions 


*Seven Seas II. a 15-year-old bay horse 
by Hyperion—Drift, by Swynford, is a 
brother to *Heliopolis. He was purchased 
in Ireland by Ray Bell for Leavitt and 
Ellwood B. Johnston. There are 4 outside 
shares. and Leavitt and Johnston each 
have 7 shares in the syndicated stallion, 
whose first American foals are 3-year- 
olds. 

Lodge Night. a bay of 1944 by *Alibhai 
—*Constant, by Constant Son. also is 
owned by Leavitt and Johnston. Used as 
a teaser for a time, he was given a chance 
when another stallion was injured, and 
quickly got the stakes-winning Smart Bar- 
bara. His success from limited opportuni- 
ties continued. and his popularity has in- 
creased, 

Leavitt owns *[rish Phii. a 9-year-old 
chestnut horse by Fair Trial—Fieldfare, by 
Bosworth, and 7 shares in the syndicated 
Bernwood, a dark bay of 1948. by *Bern- 
borough—Miss Dogwood. by *Bull Dog. 

Fred Turner Jr.. of Midland, Tex.. is 
standing the 13-year-old Breathing Time. 
by *Blenheim I[—Countess Time. by 
Reigh Count. Turner has offered to pay 
$5.000 each for a few acceptable mares 
to be bred this year to his stallion. Turner 
would receive the foals at weaning time. 

Leavitt also has one share each in 
*Indian Hemp, Free America. and 
Salmagundi. He either owns or has a 
half-interest in 13 mares. He and Lionel 
Sternberger are partners in 7 of them, as 
well as in the 3-year-old colt Euxine. 
They recently purchased Messalina. 9- 
year-old sister to Queen Hopeful. Mrs. 
Leavitt also owns some horses. 

Leavitt plans to continue breeding chief- 
ly for the market. with most of his stock 
aimed for the Del Mar sale. Some fillies 
may be retained as broodmares. 

“With the better broodmares we are 
getting in California.” Leavitt said. “Del 
Mar is bound to develop into a terrific 
sale which can compete with those held 
anywhere.” 


Man from Canada 


Charlie Leavitt was born on a farm in 
Alberta, Canada. 12 miles north of the 
Montana state line. started with 
Thoroughbreds when he was 13, rode until 
weight stopped him. and in 1922 began 
training. In the early 1930°s he was the 
leading trainer in western Canada for 3 
consecutive years. 

It was in 1920 that Charlie looked at 
the waving green of big wheat fields and 
dreamed of how the harvest would let him 
marry Rachel Low. But a hail storm beat 
the wheat into blackened uselessness. and 
the only harvest was unpaid bills. 

“Let’s go ahead and get married.” 
Rachel said. “We'll get along.” 

They were married. and  Charlie’s 
fortunes immediately began improving. 

In 1924. he and_ brother-in-law Bish 
started raising and breaking polo ponies. 
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You could do that in those days. I had 
only one winner that meeting, and it paid 
a $90 mutuel. 

“When I found my stock was not good 
enough, I took it back to Canada and kept 
running the horses cheaper and cheaper 
until I had lost all but 2, while winning 
38 races. I came back to California with 
6 head and kept that number pretty steady. 
When I lost one, I’d halter another.” 


After another 18 months in Canada. 
Charlie returned to California in 1939 to 
open a public stable. 

In 1944 he took Mrs. George Poulsen’s 
Broadcloth. by Good Goods—Anacreon, 
by Chance Shot. to Churchill Downs. 
where he won the Count Fleet Purse. the 


Yearlings at Seven Seas approach the 
cameraman, who stands his ground. 


along with a few hunters. From 1928 to 
1933 Charlie managed a horse farm for a 
veterinarian at Calgary. Again racing 
called him back to the track. 

“In 1935 Bish talked me into coming 
to Santa Anita for its second meeting,” 
Leavitt said. “I brought 12 of my own 
horses down, one of which, Don Marcus, 
had been second in the Futurity at Winni- 
peg. But I couldn’t get stall space at 
Santa Anita. 

“The horses were kept at a nearby rid- 
ing stable and walked to the track, over 
blacktop and all, for working and racing. 


Derby Trial. and was second to Pensive 
in the Derby. During the war years. 
Charlie also raced at Chicago. returning 
to California when the tracks got going 
again. He sent out Miss Ethel Hill’s War 
Knight to win one of the most exciting of 
all Santa Anita Handicaps in 1946. 


A Family Affair 


Until 5 or 6 years ago, Charlie exercised 
the tough horses in his stable, but now he 
leaves that chore to 27-year-old Buddy. 

“Buddy knows as much now as I do 
about horses and training.” Charlie said, 
“and I’m always available if he wants to 
talk over a problem.” 


In 1941, when he was 12, Buddy owned

Chief Bud which won 3 stakes that year. 
Three years later, at Hollywood Park, the 
Leavitts really had a corner on a race won 
by Scotchgrass. Charlie was the trainer, 
his wife the owner, and Buddy the jockey. 

Lodge Night has a special place in the 
affections of Buddy. He broke him, rode 
him in his first 4 races, of which he won 3, 
bred him to his first mare. and broke the 
foal, Smart Barbara. 

Seven Seas Ranch has come a long way 
in little more than 5 years, and Charlie 
Leavitt plans on going a lot farther.

Racing Abroad 


E. S. B.'s Grand National 


FE. S. B., a 10-year-old gelding, won the 
113th Grand National Steeplechase Handi- 
cap. held March 24, at Aintree, England, 
by 10 lengths in one of the classic’s most 
stunning finishes. Fifty yards or less 
(Reuters said 50, the New York Times 
20) from the end of the tough 41-mile 
race the Queen Mother’s Devon Loch. 
leading E. S. B. by an apparently safe 
margin, faltered and slipped to the ground, 
and, while jockey Dick Francis frantically 
tried to coax him to his feet. the others 
scampered past. 

Said the Queen Mother: “That's racing.” 
Francis. who couldn’t be as philosophic, 
wept. 

As usual, the 30-jump course took a 
heavy toll, and only 9 of the 29 starters 
finished. Gentle Moya was second, and 
Royal Tan, winner of the 1954 Grand 
National. was third, 10 lengths behind 
Gentle Moya. 

Devon Loch had taken the lead at the 
last jump. and had drawn away to a 3- 
length lead in the stretch. He suddenly 
began to sink to the ground, his 4 legs 
spread out in puppy-fashion. Francis said 
he first thought that Devon Loch had in- 
jured himself, but the horse appeared 
normal after the race. 

English reporters who watched slow- 
motion films of the race a few days later 
said it appeared that Devon Loch had 
begun to jump an imaginary hurdle, then 
slipped to the ground when he tried to 
pull himself up. 

The only similar occurrence in recent 
Grand National history was in 1936 when 
the bridle of Davy, ridden by Lord Mild- 
may. broke during the stretch run and 
the horse bolted off the course a few 
yards from the finish. Like Devon Loch, 
Davy was in front at the time of the mis- 
hap. 

E. S. B., which went to the post at odds 
of 100-7, was clocked in 9:21, only three- 
fifths of a second slower than the record 
set in 1934 by Golden Miller and equaled 
in 1940 by Bogskar. 

Amorial III set most of the pace, pressed 
by Sundew. The latter fell at the Bech- 
ers Brook jump the second time around, 
and Amorial II fell at the 26th jump. E. 
S. B. then took the lead. closely followed 
by Devon Loch and Eagle Lodge. Near- 
ing the last jump Devon Loch moved up 
to challenge E. S. B.. and Eagle Lodge fell 
back.

Four stages in the collapse of Devon Loch were recorded by a United Press photographer. Jockey Dick Francis frantically coaxed the 
horse back on his feet, but by the time he got him up the race was over. 


E. S. B.. an Irish-bred horse which takes 
his name from the initials of his dam and 
sire (English Summer and Bidar), races 
for Mrs. Leonard Carver. He formerly 
raced for Mrs. Carver and Geoffrey Kohn.

\ Sires in Italy 


Dr. Renato Baserga. of Chicago. who 
came to the U. S. from Italy about 4 years 
ago. has been interested in the Thorough- 
} bred horse since his boyhood, and racing 
is still his principal hobby. He contri- 
butes articles to the Italian publications 
Lo Sportsman, Derby, and Le Grandi 
Prove Ippiche, and in the U. S. tries to 
acquaint American breeders and owners 
with Italian racing, which last year was 
represented by Ribot. generally acknowl- 
edged as the best 3-year-old in Europe. 

In connection with his hobby Dr. Ba- 
serga has gathered the necessary data and 
calculated the average-earnings index for 
sires represented in Italian flat racing. 
Il coefficiente di riuscita — the coefficient 
of success — he calls the index in his ref- 
erences to it in Italian publications. 

Interpretation of earnings in Italian rac- 
ing is difficult in other countries because 
of the low value of the lira and because 
of lack of data showing average expectancy 
per runner. Dr. Baserga has determined 
the totals for Italian racing in each of the 
last 4 years as follows:

1954 1.228 1.044,.373.750 850.467 
1955 1.105 819.794.300 741,895 
On the basis of these averages Dr. Ba- 


serga has calculated the earnings indexes 
for stallions represented by offspring in 
Italian flat racing in 1955, and has ap- 
pended 4-year cumulative indexes for stal- 
lions standing in Italy or previously at stud 
ia Italy. 

The tabulation below includes the sires 
which had 5 or more flat runners in Italy 
in 1955 and which had indexes of .80 or 
higher. The list is short because of the 
limited scope of racing. There were only 
1.105 runners in 1955, and exactly 20 per 
cent of these were the get of 4 sires. 
Macherio, Traghetto, Orsenigo, and Fante. 
The concentration of numbers is one of 
the factors which tend to hold the distri- 
bution of indexes within a smaller range 
than in most countries. Another factor 
tending in the same direction is competi- 


stallions. 

Computation of the index, or coefficient. 
may be illustrated by the record of De 
Nittis in 1955. This good horse had 20 
starters, and their total earnings. 14,856.- 
000 lire, were almost exactly equivalent 
to the expected earnings of 20 “average” 
horses in Italy. Division of the 14,856.000 
lire by the 741.895 average yields an ad- 
justment of 20.02. which, divided by 20 
starters. gives an index of 1.00.
